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Synopsis of Canadian North- 
west Land Regulations. 


Any person who is the sole head 
of a family, or any male over 18 
years old, may homestead a quater 
section of available Dominion land 
in Manitoba, Saskatchewan or Alber- 
ta. The applicant must appear in 
person at the Dominion Lands Agen- 
cy or Sub-agency for the district. 
Entry by proxy maybe made at any 
agency, on certain conditions, by 
father, mother, son, daughter, broth- 
er or sister of intending homesteader. 

Duties.—Six months’ residence up- 
on and cultivation of the land in 
each of three years. A homesteader 
may live. within nine miles of his 
homestead on a farm of at least 80 
acres, Solely owned ‘and occupied by 
him or by his father, mother, son, 
daughter, brother or sister. 

In certain districts a homesteader 
in good standing may preempt a 
quarter-section alongside his home- 
stead. Price $3.00 per acre. 

Duties.—Musi reside upon the 
homestead or pre-emption six months 
in each of six years from date of 
homestead entry (including the time 
required to earn homestead patent) 
and cultivate fifty acres extra. 

A homesteader who has exhausted 
his homestead right and cannot ob- 
tain a pre-emption may enter for a 
purchased homestead in certain dis- 
tricts. Price $3.00 per acre. Duties. 
—Must reside six months in each of 
three years, cultivate fifty acres and 
erect a house worth $300.00.

The ‘annual. convention of _ the: 


“United Farmers: of Alberta opened at 


Edmonton Tuesday. of last’ week. 
The completion of the first day's 
session found ‘the delegates trying to 
‘digest. many very heavy.and very long 
reports, and it left the convention 
late-at night struggling to- pass its 


new constitution of 33. clauses, but! 


having reached ‘only the -twelfth. 
At’ that, stage the delegates retired 
from the scene. of their deliberative 
efforts. 

Most of'the matters taken up in 
tht afternoon and evening are of 
well-known interest io farmers. A 
movement is on foot to have public 
owned elevators in the province, and 
the suggestion has been made by the 
farmers’ executive: that they .adopt 
the system in forcegin Saskatchewan. 
From all raipiea ste has proved u 
success. The suggestion emanating 
from the elevator ‘report submitted 
by G. W. Buchanan, of Cowley, 
brought, about a good deal of dis- 
cussion, 

While there was no opposition to 
the scheme «as outlined, the chief 
officials of the association seemcd to 
be laboring under some misunder- 
standing as to how the recommen- 
dation came to be made. President 
James J. Bower freely admitted 
that he was very much in the dark. 

It developed that the executive of 
the United Farmers had at a meet- 
ing held in Calgary carly last No- 
vember instructed Secretary KE. J. 
Fream to take the matter up with 
Premier A. L. Sifton, with a view 
of ascertaining what support, if any, 
might be secured from the provin- 
cial government, looking to the es- 
tablishment of a line of elevatore in 
Alberta. The premicr was quoted as 

ag that the plan had not been 
working long enough in Saskatche- 
wan to give a definite idea as to 
whether it would apply to different 
conditions in Alberta. 

“1 didn’t know anything about this 
being taken up with Premier Sifton,” 
protested President Bower. ‘‘Had I 
known it I would-have objected.” 
SASKATCHEWAN PLAN 

EXPLAINED 

Seerectary Fream explained that tho 
Saskatchewan plan, which he believ- 
ed. should be adopted in Atherta, 
was for the farmers in any locality 
where it was desired to establish an 
clevator to subscribe 15 per cent. of 
the total amount required to build 
such «an elevator, and the = gov- 
ernment to advance 85 per cent., 
giving the farmers twenty or twen- 
ty-five years to clear up the indebt- 
edness to the government. The stock 
would sell at’ $50 per share, limited 
to ten shares for each farmer. Even- 
tually the farmers would own the 
elevator, paying for it from the 
earnings. F 

In Manitoba the elevators are own- 
ed by the government, but it does 
not work out satisfactorily, because 
a poli‘ical party controls, said Sec- 
retary Fream. 

“€an the executive adopt this 
scheme without the sanction of the 
United Farmers?”’ inquired a dele- 
gate in the rear of tho hall. 

“I think not,’ replied President 
Bower. ‘I did nothing in this . mat- 
ter because the convention last year 
did not instruct mé io do, anything. 
I want to clear my skirts of’ it. 
But I am not opposed to the Sas- 
katchewan plan. I am in favor of 
it. There appears to have been a 
misunderstanding somewhere.’’ 

The report of the elevator com- 
mittee went over for the con-idera- 
tion of the convention at a_ later 
session. 

The question of seed supply gener- 
ally interests the, farming cCommun- 
ity. It does so especially this year. 
A great deal of the seed grain has 
been frozen. Therefore, the delegates 
heard with interest what J. G. 
Clark, representing the dominion secd 
commissioner, had to say. He seeks 
the fullest and most accurate infor- 
mation of seed conditions north of 
the Red Deer river. 

He advised farmers to test sced as 
to its vitality, and asked that every 
man in the convention who may have 
exceptional conditions in his locality 
to furnish him information that 
would be useful to the department at 
Ottawa in determining what assis- 
tance is necessary to help in the mat- 
ter of seed germination. 

CHANGE IN CONSTITUTION 

Perhaps the main change in the 
new constitution so far encountered 
is one which pointedly encourages 
the United Farmers to engage in 
politics. ‘This promises many farmer 
representatives at the next election. 
for many delegates implied in ono 
way or another that the farmers 
will only get their own when they 
return representatives from among 
themselves. 

The report of she committee on the 
proposed packing plan: disclosed that 
so far the farmers of Alberta would 
agree to supply only a little over 
4,000 hogs, while the government 
guarantee called for 15,000 hogs each 
years. Some of the delegates were 
under the impression that the far- 
12,000 hogs, 
but they were evidently mistaken. 


Edmonton, Alta., Jan. 17.—United 
Farmers of Alberta, in annual con- 
vention here, decided this morning 
not to form independent political 
party, turning down, after a_ hot 
fight in which nearly all the dele- 
rates too’ part. The debate dis- 
closed that among the farmers were

and in operation, or the charters for 
the same. have been cancelled. 

“That the government be urged to 
sell a portion of the Wabamun In- 
dian Reserve to bona fide settlers in 
parcels not to exceed 320 acres, and 
tha’ each purchaser be required to 
do simila, duties, both as regards 
residence and other improvements, as 
arc now required of homes .eaders. 

That the Dominion government be 


urged to take into immediate con- 
sideration the question of allowing 
cattle to be imported free of duty 


from places in Se United States 
where feed is searce.

Encouragement was offered to the 
organization of a women's auxiliary 
of the U.F.A. in the following reso- 
lution : 

Whereas, the women in <ine rural 
homes of Alberta are sharing equally 
with the men the burden of the 
struggle for better conditions and 
equal rights ; : 

Whereas, we believe that under 
the law our women should enjoy 
privileges with the men ; therefore be 
it . 

Resolved, that we believe that the 
wivcs and daughters of our farmers 
should organize locally and provin- 
cially along the line of the U.F.A. 
for the improvement of rural con- 
ditions, morally, intellectually and 
socially, and we would urge all;our 
members to assist in every way the 
development of such an organization. 

RESOLUTIONS TABLED. 

The resolution reeommendinge that 
the plan to establish a public pack- 
ing plant be abandoned, because the 
farmers have failed to guarantee the 
required number of hogs, was tablid 
after a warm discussion.

FARMERS TO CONFER 
WITH PREMIER BORDEN 


Representatives of the farmers of 
Alberta, Saskatchewan and Manitoba 
are expected shortly to confer with 
Premier Borden regarding ma-ters 
Particularly effecting the west, chief- 
ly terminal elevators. 

The Dominion premicr has _ inti- 
mated that he will be glad to confer 
with these representatives. 

Premict Borden promised at the 
last election that if returned ‘to 
power he would give the west gov- 
ernment contro] of the terminal ele- 
vators, which at present mainly con- 
cerns elevators at the Great Lakes. 
It is understood he is proceeding to 
do this. 

The -western farmers, however, wish 
to lay their special views on the 
subject before him. They do not 
want the elevators governed solely 
by the government ; that is to say, 
not by a regular department, but by 
an independent commission. 

The farmers point, for illustration, 
to the railway commission. They do 
not wish to have any minister of 
the government saying who or who 
shall not manage or in any 
have charge of the clevators, 
the commission is appointed. 

Also, the farmers are said to want 
to be able to suggest, if not actu- 
ally nominate, the commissioners 
who will exercise government control 
of the terminal elevators.

Sir Wilfrid Laurier has made his 
first important deliverance as leader 
of the opposition in Montreal. Even 
the res.ricted reports show that it 


was marked by his characteristic 
grace of manner and eloquence of 
‘xpression. But if Sir Wilfrid La» 


ier is to reconstruct the Liberal 
party in Canada out of the debris of 
its wreek, he should be able to de- 
fine to the people what Liberalism 
means in Canada, says the Winnipeg 
Telegram. 

He talked about Liberal principles, 
but he did not say what Liberal 
principles are. Everybody knows 
what Liberalism in (Great Britain 
meant. It was the fighting force 
which stood for the placing of rep- 
resentative government upon the 
broadest possible democratic basis 
by the extension of the franchise 
and the limitation of feudal 
lege. 1

That is a comprehensive foun- 
dation for a political party. Al- 
though always weak in constructive 
legislation, it was nevertheless root- 


ed in the principle of providing 


machinery by which the best  legis- 
lation in the interests of all the 
people could be enacted. 

Everybody also knows what the 


policy of, not so much the Conserva- 
tive party in Canada, as of the Can- 
adian pcople, who have entrusted the 
Conservatives to carry it on, means. 
It means the national policy. our fix- 
ed determination to remain within 
the British empire, and, maintaining — 
the integrity of our nationality, to 
cheerfully assume the duties imposed 
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' while enjoying the prospect of being 


evenzually the paramount factor in 
the consolidation of the. imperial 
dominions. 

But where are those Liberal prin- 
ciples which Sir Wilfrid Laurier talks, 
about? In what do-they consist? 
What intelligible course of conduct 
for the nation has he or the Liberal 
party to recommend? Surely as an 
old statesman he’ should have had 
some lamp of truth to transfer to 
the younger men destined to recon- 
struct the Liberal party. 

Instead, he claimed for Liberalism 
the progress and prosperity of Cana- 
da during the last fifteen years 
with which his goverument had as 
much to do as the chief engineer of 
a railway on this sphere has to do 
with the canals on the’ planet Mars. 
Then he objected to the dismissal of 
officials by the present government. 
Thé fact is that a number of people 
were placed on the pay roll of the 
government in anticipation of the 
election for whom there was no legi- 
timate employment, and from whom 
no adequate service could bo expect- 
ed. Such should be dismissed, and 
have been. Also, one or two officials 


were- appointed for reasons which 
will not ‘bear examination. Why 
should they not go? The present 
government has been just. Perhaps 


Sir Wilfrid Laurier may remember 
vhe nolocaust of officials which took 
place after a certain event in 1896. 
There may have been a hungry crowd 
of oflice seekers, but there has been 
no such sated crowd of office getters 
as there was then. 

But why should a statesman like 
Sir Wilfird Laurier occupy the atten- 
tion of his country with such mat- 
ters? Surely he should be able to 
give the Liberal party a lead, if the 
Liberal party has any excuse for 
existence at ail, and find in some 
marked line o: policy a reinvigorat- 
ing tonic.

They 
point out that the west has always 
been known as a country of white 
money, and that the absence of the 
copper has greatly facilitaved carry-

“Time is money in this country,” 
said one retailer, ‘‘and while we are 
making changes in coppers and then 
counting them up at the end of the 
day would be actually ‘losing 
money, since in the time required we 
could make more than the coppers 
are worth. And the same applied to 
our customers—while waiting 
two cents In change they could make 
ten cents at their business.” 

And there is another strong reas- 
on why the copper should be for- 
bidden in the West. For many yeary 
facetious ones have termed the east 
the ‘one-cent belt’’ and so frequent- 
ly has the term been used that it 
has been adopted into full member- 
ship in the Western language. Were 
the copper to be introduced into the 
west this designation of the east

J. K. BORNWALL GOES TO 
OTTAWA FOR AID 


Wishes McBride Was Leader 
in Alberta 


Winnipeg, Jan. 18.—‘‘ The Peace 
River country is about to come into 
its own,’’ was the statement made 
by J. Kk. Co.nwall, member in the 


Alberta legislature for the north 
country. Mr. Cornwall is on_ his 
way to Edmonton from Ottawa, 


where he has been to see the Dom- 
inion governn:ent in regard to get- 
ting a railway into the Peace river. 

“T have been fifteen years in trying 
to get the Alberta and the Dominion 
governments to recognize the rights 
and the richnsss of this territoty,’”’ 
said Mr. Cornwall, ‘‘and it is only 
now that the authorities are waken- 
ing up to the possibilities there. 
Then it was another province and 
anothcr man who realized what was 
there, and is making arrangements 
for building a railway to tap this 
vast new weat. That man is Pre- 
mier McBride of British Columbia, 
and he is bringing before the pres- 
ent session of parliament a bill to 
construct a road from Vancouver 
through the province to this Peace 
River country. By all rights this 
terrirtory should be tapped from Ed- 
monton through the province of Al- 
berta. The fact that British Colum- 
bia has realized the great richness of 
this terrisory before Alberta does 
not reflect any credit on the Alberta 
Liberal government, or the way they 
have been treating us. 

TOO MUCH POLITICS HERE. 


“British Columbia has gaken an ac- 
tive part, and intends to develop the 
west. For the past year or two they 
have had men there gathering all the 
information necessary, and know 
more akout the northern art - of 
Alberta than does the government 
of Alberta itself. 

‘The whole trouble has been that 
there has been too much politics and 
not enough of business. We of the 
north have been the victims of pol- 
itical accidents, and it has been pol- 
itics that has retarded the develop- 
ment of the north. The northern 
part of Alberta has been used by the 
different sections of the Alberta, gov- 
ernment for political differences, and 
owing to this nothing has been done 
to gather information or to develop 
the country by building railroads, 
Alberta claims that it controls the 
business of this north country, and 
by all rights Alberta should control 
it; but this cannot be done unless 
some s eps are taken to get it. If 
Driti-h Columbia constructs a road, 
as Premier McBride proposes, it will 
get the business. . 

“What we need in Alberta is more 


men of McBride’s stamp—men who 
will develop the country and who 
can sce the possibilities and will 
work towards carrying th ough pro- 
jects towards the bettering of the 


province. Kvery man in the west is 
here to better his position, and) we 
don't want at the head of affairs 
men who for the sake of polities will 
sacrifice the carrying out of great 
works of this na.ure. Yes, I wish we 
had a McBride in Alberta.

“PASSING OF SAILS, 


‘The Old Wind-Jammer |s Not Long for 
the High Seas. 

The decrease in the number of Brit- 
ish sailing ships continues from year 
to year... Losses at ‘sea and sales to 
fore ‘gners have removed a very large 
nuniber of sailers from “Lloyds Reg- 
ister,” and the number ¢? ocean-going 
boats has during. the past couple of 
years been dwindling at the rate ‘of 
25 per cent, per annum. There are 
now: only about 250 British suiling 
vesszls of - over 1,000 tons burden 
afioct. The Norwegian fleet of large 
size suilers exceeds the -British. The 
French have about 170 sailers of over 
1,090 tons register, and the Germans 
over 150 of these ‘craft including sev- 
erul vessels used exclusively as school 
ships for officers. 

During the ‘past. six. months alone 
about five per cent. of the ocean-going 
British sailing vessels have been 
lost by perils of the sea or broken up 
and a further 15 per cent. have been 
written off as sold to foreign owners 
‘Leas expense is incurred in ‘running 
ships under.the Norwegian or Ger- 
min flag than under the British flag, 
there are fewer men employed and 
at lower wages, and British owners 
finding that they were unable to com- 
pete have been throwing their pro- 
perty on the market and selling the 
vessels, for which they paid $50 and 
$75 per ton, at an enormous sacrifice 

Underwriters in  Lloyd’s_ several 

ears ago complained that they were 
osing money over ocean sailing ships, 
and eventually re-insurance premiums 
on the vessels and their cargoes ad- 
vanced to such an extent that British 
shipowners owning long distance craft 
found themselves compelled to ad- 
ven-e freights or remain uninsured. 
Neither course was satisfactory, for il 
freights went up the steamships, mak- 
ing faster voyages, took the business, 
and the merchants were only tou 
yleased to escape with the lower pre. 
miuins. There are at the present time 
practically no long distance sailing 
an under ‘construction in British 
yards. 


Insured Against Bandits. 


The bandits of Manchuria and Mon 

golin have adopted a new way of ac. 
quiring ct least a portion of the good» 
of the traveler. These mounted high. 
wayn-en in bands not only constantly 
uttack, the penceful native population, 
nut even rob travelers in broad day- 
tight. ; 
As a provision against this danger 
an insurance bureau where one buys 
a banner at a cost of about one-five- 
hundredth wf the value of the property 
to be insured is established there. 

This banner carried. by a traveler 
will save him from the bandits’ at 
tuck, for, curiously enough, they them. 
selves conduct this insurance busi- 
ness. But it has its limitations. 

“We paid our premium at the in- 
surance bureau,” says a Japanese 
traveler, ‘‘secured a red banner, and 
our party then started from Harbin, 
using several sturdy ponies for our. 
selves and the carrying of our lug: 
gage. After traveling about ten miles 
we reached a small town called Takin. 

“Several of our customers came to 
see us in the evening and warned u: 
that there were many mounted ban- 
dits in the neighborhood. When we 
told then: there was no cause for anx- 
icty on their account because of the 
insurance they informed us that by 
it our safety was guaranteed only on 
the highways, but that the bandit 
bureau.was not responsible for what 
might happen inside of any building.”

COMMAND ATTENTION 


W. d. Kerr, Present of of Canadian Highway 
Assoclation, Heads Big Deputatlon Before B.C. 
. Ministers 

i —_—_—_— 

New Westminster, B.C., Jan. 13.— 
Big appropriations will be made by: 
the Provincial Government, at the 
present session, for the cons:ruction, 


improvement and maintenance of 
roads in British Columbia. This 
announcement was made by Hon. 


Thomas Taylor, Minister of Public 
Works, to twenty-eight Canadian 
Highway association representatives, 
who waited upon the Provincial Exe- 
cutive at Victoria this week. 

In speaking as a representative of 
the association, President W. J. 
Kerr, of New Wes:minster, said that 
the attention paid to roads by the 
department of Public Works was 
very gratifying and augured well foi 
the future. He realized that with 
the many calls made upon the fi- 
nances of the province, the depart- 
ment could not possibly accomplish 
all that it might wish, but he hoped 
to sce work of a permanent nature 
carried on without a halt for many 
years to come. In his opinion it was 
better to construct a few miles of 
permanent roads that would be a 
credit to the province, and that will 
remain as a monument to the pres- 
ent administration ; permanency, in- 
stead, of mileage, should be the aim 
of the department. When an attempt 
is made to construct a long stretch 
of road with only a limited amount 
of money, the work must necessarily 
be more or less of a temporary nat- 
ure, and this means that every few 
years extensive and eapensive repairs 
must be, made. 

Speaking more particularly of the 
Yale road, the highway over which 
thousands of American tourists will 
be coming to Canada this summer, 
Mr. Kerr called attention to the 
necessity of laying a hard surface 
pavement over this road from New 
Westminster to Blaine, Wash. While 
the cost of this might seem to be 
heavy, when it was considered that 
this work would be of a permanent 
nature, and that no repairs would be 
necessary for perhaps fifty years, the 
economy of the proceeding was at 
once apparent. The nature of the 
“hard surface pavement’’ was not 
specified in the resolution. In reply- 
ing to the request of the deputation, 
the Hon. Thomas Taylor dwelt at 
some length on the work accomphish- 
ed by his department on the Yale 
Toad during the past twelve months. 
He stated that his department was 
now in a position to proceed with 
this improvement with more dili- 
genee on account of the establish- 
ment of three stone bunkers, one at 
Sullivan Station, one at Cloverdale 
and the third at Langley. The min- 
ister’ also intimated that the depart- 
ment would pay particular attention 
to the trunk roads of the province 
this year, leaving to the municipali-

Alberta Stock Shippers 
and the New live stock 
Contract 


From reports which have come to 
hand it appears that practically all 
the live stock interests of Canada 
were represented at the meeting held 
in Toronto to discuss the new pro- 
posed Live Stock Shipping Contract, 
except the one most. dircetly concern- 
ed in it, namely, the shippers them- 
selves. . 

There were delegates representing 
Stock Breeders’ Associations, Fairs 
Associations, Boards ol Trade, Man- 
ufacturers’ Associations and Govern- 
ment officials, but from Alberta 
alone was there a delegate who car- 
ried credentials from a body o! stock 
shippers and even here the organiza- 
tion is as yet only temporary. 

The situation is anomolous and 
ditficult to explain. Alberta ship- 
pers, like most Alberta, men, are 
live wires, and they abt together 
and expressed their views just as 
soon as they were advised of what 


done. It is evident ‘that the entire 
subject of shipping live stock is 
about to be investigated, A set of 


regulations governing live stock 
shipments have been submitted to 
the Board of Railway Commission- 
ers by the Live Stock Commissioner 
at Ottawa for approval. The Rail- 
way Companies reply that these are 
not needed, that the service they are 


now giving the shippcrs is good | 
enough, and in their own interest 
they have 


this New Live, Stock Shipping Con- 


tract, in which’ they “endeavor to 
get. the shippers to ‘release . them 
from responsibility for almost’ every 
conceivable kind of accident, no mat- 
ter who may have been the cause of 
it. 

Another important feature of this 
Contract is the one making it the 
duty of the shipper to» explain to 
the man he sends in charge of his 
stock, that in case the attendant is 
injured, he cannot collect “from the 
company; no matter how the injury 
occurred, and if the shipper fails: to 


do this and fails to get the attend-|- 


ant to, sign a contract releasing the 
company from, all responsibility for 
his safety, then the shipper is him- 
self liable for any claims for. dam- 
ages that. may arise should the 
attendant be killed or injured «while 
going through with the stock or re- 
turning. 

Shippers of live stock are the 
people most directly interested = in 
these questions and the nature of the 
Aecigsion that will be rendered on 
thém will depend very much cn the 


manner in which the shippers rep:es- 
ent their side of the controvers,.. 
All that has becn done io improve 


shipping conditions thus far has been 
done by the stock breeders and stock 
growers associations and governncnt 
officials. It is time that the shippers 
speak for themselves. Had they done 
so long ago much more would doubt- 
less have been accomplished.

In Utah they have 
achieved and maintained their am- 
bition. In some of the neighboring 


states they are rapidly gaining 
ground, What they accomplished in

Alberta. They apparently thought 
that once they became strong enough 
the Canadian politicians would over- 
look their idiosyncrasies aod , excuse 
their religion. Although Sir John 
Macdonald iaid down the law to 
them in no uncertain way, he did it 
so pleasantly that apparently they 
still had political hope. In recent 
years this hope has gradually faded 
away. ; 

My informant says that Mr. 
“Johnny” Woolf, who has represent- 
ed a Mormon district in the Alberta 
Legislature, will shortly resign.

“The Eastern portion of Canada $y 
equipped as ‘no other portion of the 
Dominion, or the continent, is for the 
industrial race. It is not- generally 
known, for instance, that Quebec has 
at its. back a single waterfall of far 
vaster. power than: Niagara. The 
minimum at Niagara Falls {s 3,818,000 
horse power, At the’ Grand Falls on 
the Hamilton River, the minimum 
available {3 9,000,000 horse. power.

some.day supply the greater part of 
the Province of -Quebec with power. 
The Falls have a sheer drop of 312 
feet, and a total drop of over 700 feet, 
compared to a drop of 168 feet at 
Nigara. f 

The position that Quebec is bound 
to take, as the premier manufactur- 
ing region, of the whole continent is 
best illustrated by the following com- 
parison of her water powers with 
those of the other parts of the Do- 
minion, taken from a report by Mr. 
J. B. Challies, C. E., of the Depart- 
ment of the Interior, on water powert 
in Canada:

Is it any wonder that capital is 


pouring into Quebec for the establish- 
ment of every conceivable kind of 
manufactory? Is it any wonder tha: 
since Mr. Challies made the above 
computation a year or two ago, the 
development of water power in Que- 
bec has more than quadrupled? 

To-day along one single piece of 
car track on the’ island of Montreal, 
the track running from Montreal tothe 
Lachine Rapids—there are no fewer 
than $80,000,000 of American money 
invested in industrial establishments. 
This is only an example of what is 
going on all over the East. Besides 
water powers the Province of Quebec 
has more forest wealth than any 
other region on the continent, and a!- 
ready employs in the lumber industry 
no fewer than 40,000 men, all of 
whom, like those in the factories, 
must be numbered among the indus 
trial and therefore consuming classes 
Many huge pulp and paper mills are 
now either under construction or jn 
oyeration, besides water power in the 
outlying districts of the Province. 
this industrial activity is attracting 
people from all over the English 
speaking world, the consequence be 
ing that the population of Quebec is 
not made up, as many suppose, of 
French-Canadian farmers, but of a 
bi-lingual, cosmopolitan people who 
are rapidly building up huge indus- 
tries. 


WHAT WILL THE 
CENSUS SHOW 


There are Indications of Great Devel- 
opment In the Maritime 
Provinces 


It will probably take the best part 
of the next twelve months to classify 
the census taken this year of manu- 
fuctories, but it may be taken for 
granted that the huge total shown in 
the census for the year 1905 will be 
far exceeded, in view of the tremen- 
dous’ strides which have been made 
during the past five years in indus- 
trial development. In the Maritime 
Provinces alone, one sees New Bruns- 
wick becoming more and more indus- 
trial, while Nova Scotia is affording 
remarkable illustration of the indus- 
trial awakening of the East. From 
the great basic enterprises such as 
the iron and steel works at Sydney, 
through all the ramifications of indus- 
trial enterprise, its towns and cities 
are rapidly forging to the front. It 
ip true that the water powers of Nova 
Scotia are trifling compared with 
those of Quebec, but look at its coal 
fields. These comprise no fewer than 
726 square miles, and the Dominion 
Coal Company alone, have to its cer- 
tain knowledge enough coal in its 
holdings at Glace Bay to provide for 
an output of three and a half million 
tons per year for 1,000 years 

At the census of manufactories, in 
1905 it was shown that Quebec had 
$251,730,182 invested in industrial 
enterprises, with 116,748 employes, 
producing products for the year to the 
value of $216,478,496. Nova’ Scotia 
had $74,599,638 invested, with an out- 
put of the value of $31,987,449.. New 
Brunswick had $26,792,698 invested, 
with an output value. of $22,133,961.
